Family, National Guard honor Higgins 
Lake veteran for World War II Service

Sixty-six years after the end of World 
War II, Camp Grayling soldiers presented a 
Higgins Lake veteran with his medals and 
other awards on Saturday. 

Maj. Gen. Jerry Cannon, an assistant 
adjutant general for the Michigan Army 
National Guard, Col. Mike MacNamara 
and Mst. Sgt. Troy Herblet presented 
Robert E. Alexander, 89, with a half dozen 
medals and awards he earned during his 
World War I] service on Saturday. 

As family was getting Alexander’s per- 
sonal affairs in order, Alexander's wife 
Barbara informed the family that he earned 
a Purple Heart from being wounded 
World War II. Alexander, however, did not 
have the medal. 

Robyn Kemp, Alexander’s granddaugh- 
ter, did six months of research to track 
down the paperwork on the World War II 
service. Kemp, who lives in Easton Rapids, 
worked with Congressman Dave Camp to 
get the medals and other awards. 

Alexander received awards at a family 
reunion held on Saturday. 

“[ just know that my grandpa was too 
humble of a man to ever, ever do anything 
like this,” Kemp said of requesting the 
awards. “He would have went to heaven 
without knowing what he had earned so it 
was an honor.” 

Cannon pinned the Purple Heart and the 
Bronze Star on Alexander’s shirt.

Grayling Charter Township 
to gather more input on 
administrative proposal

The Grayling Charter Township Board of 
Trustees scheduled a second round to gain 
input on a proposal to transfer duties to an 
appointed township superintendent after 
getting an earful last week. 

About 40 people attended a public hear- 
ing held on Thursday, Sept. 1, to gather 
input on splitting administrative duties 
between a township supervisor and a pro- 
posed new township superintendent. 

Grayling Charter Township Supervisor 
Terry Wright is scheduled to retire on 
Friday, Oct. 28 after holding the office for 
15 years. Wright has more than a year left 
on an unexpired term. 

Under the proposal, the township would 
transition from having a full-time supervi- 
sor with all administrative duties assigned 
by the township board to serving as a part- 
time supervisor, 

The township supervisor would handle 
all statutory delegated duties such as sign- 
ing legal documents, financial documents 
and budgets, tax assessment roles and over- 
seeing township board meetings. 

The superintendent would handle day-to- 
day activities for the township. 

Sofie residents were in favor of Gréating 
the new position, while a majority of citi- 
zens questioned the board’s motive and 
split in power. 

Ginger Lyons said that weakening the 
township supervisor’s duties would create a 
“token position.” 

“You can’t just have someone sashaying 
in to sign a bunch of papers,” Lyons said. 
That’s what happens down in Washington 
D.C” 

Grayling Charter Township Board 
Trustee Dennis Long said efficiency and 
the potential to save money during current 
economic struggles are driving the move 
for the new administrative structure. 

“The people in America want govern- 
ment to be more leaner and more efficient,” 
Long said.

They were 
arrested for controlled sub- 
stance/delivery manufacture 
methamphetamine/ecstasy 
and controlled substance- 
operating/maintaining =a 
laboratory in the presence 
of a minor. The parents face 
up to 20 years in prison on 
the felony charges, if con- 
victed., 

The Hermanns were 
arraigned on the charges in 
Crawford County District 
Court on Friday, Sept. 2. 

The three children, ages 
8, 9 and 11, were removed 
from the residence. They 
were taken to Mercy 
Hospital Grayling for a pre- 
cautionary examination as 
officers believed they may 
have been present when 
methamphetamine was

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processed, 

Department of Human 
Services staff was contacted 
and petitioned for tempo- 
rary placement of the chil- 
dren with relatives, pending 
a hearing in Crawford 
County Family Court. 

Late Tuesday morning, 
Crawford County Animal 
Control Officer Gail Foguth 
was at the trailer to remove 
a dog.

While hiding in the 
woods near the trailer, 
Eckstein fell from a tree and 
dislocated his shoulder and 
fractured bones in his back.

School District Board of 


Education last week agreed 
to fund the school resource 
officer with an extra'$9,000 
to meet the $27,000 match 
that the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners 
pledged toward the position. 

The county board, at its 
August monthly meeting, 
pledged $27,000 to pay for 
half of the salary to keep 
Barnett as the = schoo} 
resource officer. The county 
board sought a $27,000 
match from the school dis- 
trict. The remaining 
$20,000 balance to fund the 
$74,000 position would 
come from an Office of 
Juvenile = Justice = and 
Delinquency — Prevention 
grant used to fund the 
Grayling Viking Vision 
Career Academy. The pro- 


gram is a collaborative 
effort between the Crawford 
AuSable Schoo! District and 
Crawford County Family 
Court. The aim of the pro- 
gram is to help freshman 
and sophomore students, at 
risk of falling behind or 
dropping out of school, to 
stay on track for graduation 
at Grayling High School 
and pursue careers in their 
chosen field, Barnett spends 
time with students in’ the 
academy. 

The school district had to 
address a $1.5 million 
deficit due to state budget 
cuts for the 2011/12 school 
year, 

Crawford County officials 
are currently addressing a 
$160,000 general fund 
deficit for its next fiscal 
year, which begins on Oct. 
1, The Sheriff’s Road Patrol] 
fund is projected to have an 
$80,000 deficit due to 
declining property values. 

Even with both entities 
facing budget woes, 
Crawford AuSable School 
District Superintendent Joe 
Powers said school leaders 
believe the position is criti- 
cal for the students.

Learning the lessons of the post-9/11 decade 


A decade ago this Sept. 11, 
terrorists motivated by a mon- 
strous and hate-filled ideology 
attacked our nation, taking near- 
ly 3,000 innocent lives. Like 
every American, | was appalled 
by the destruction and loss of life 
at the Twin Towers, the 
Pentagon, and on Flight 93. 

That day, J] went with Sen. 
John Warner, as the chairman 
and ranking member of the 
Senate Armed Services 
Committee, to the Pentagon. | 
vividly remember the horrible 
damage there. We held a press 


conference with the secretary of 


defense and chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. We were 
unified, as a Senate and a nation, 
in our determination to bring 
those responsible for the attacks 
to justice. 

Ten years removed from that 
tragedy, it’s important that we 
examine the steps taken since the 
Sept. [1 attacks to protect our 
nation. 

Most important, we’ve severe- 
ly degraded al Qacda’s ability to 
threaten us. Thanks to diligent 
intelligence work, the incredible 
bravery and competence of our 
military, and President Obama’s 
thoughtful and courageous deci- 
sion making, Osama bin Laden 
can no longer plot to harm us. 
Bin Laden’s death and the efforts 
of our military in Afghanistan 
led Defense Secretary Leon 
Panetta to say recently that we 
are “within reach of strategically 
defeating al Qaeda.” 

We have also organized our 


military forces to better protect 
the homeland, a task we have 
focused on in the Armed 
Services Committee. We have 
reorganized homeland security 
and intelligence agencies to bet- 
ter combat terrorism and to share 
information more effectively, 
addressing one of the weakness- 
es that contributed to the 9/1] 
attacks. 

We also have made significant 
strides in homeland security. 
One of the big problems that 
9/11 revealed is that too often 
various emergency response 
agencies can't talk to one anoth- 
er because their radios don’t link 
up. 

In the aftermath of 9/11, I 
authored legislation to fund 
seven demonstration projects on 
the northern and southern bor- 
ders to combat this problem, 
including a $4 million grant for 
Michigan police to coordinate 
emergency response — with 
Canada. 

In March, we opened a 
Northern Border Operational 
Integration Center at Selfridge 
Air Base. That center will gather 
information from every agency 
and office involved in securing 
the northern border so that our 
agencies can coordinate in pro- 
tecting us while allowing com- 
merce and travelers to move 
freely. 

Those are important steps. But 
we have made errors, too, anc 
must learn from them. The [rag 
war distracted us from fighting 
the people who attacked us on 


D/I11. Use of interrogation tech- 
niques that are considered tor- 
ture under U.S. and international 
law has made us fess safe by pro- 
ducing faulty information and by 
handing our enemies a propa- 
ganda victory. 

We also have work to do on 
northern border security. In 
February, government auditors 
found that lack of coordination 
between immigration and border 
patrol personnel is hindering 
border security in the Detroit 
region, 

We must fight terrorism 
financtng more effectively. Laws 
in most states do not require cor- 
porations to reveal their true 
owners. That loophole allows 
terrorists and the arms dealers 
who supply them to launder their 
money. I’ve introduced legisla- 
tion to strip away that anonymity 

With all the work yet lo do, it’s 
good to remember our successes. 
One beautiful May night, my 
wife, Barbara, and I, drove down 
to the Lafayette Park, in front of 
the White House, just a couple of 
hours after President Obama 
announced that we had brought 
bin Laden to justice. The unity 
we felt that night, joining thou- 
sands of people celebrating the 
news, was just as powerful as the 
unity we felt at the Pentagon on 
the day of the attacks, It was a 
great reminder that, in mourning 
or, celebration, our nation is 
strongest when it is united.

In a day when economic 
phrases like debt ceiling, 
budget cuts and deficits 
dominate the headlines, the 
Lovells Township Board 
was able to trash one tax 
levy for its citizens.

In =62001, ~— Lovells 
Township voters passed a 
millage to fund the town- 
ship’s transfer stations by 
an 82 yes to 51 no vote. 
The millage, sought as part 
of a special election, allows 
the township to collect the 
millage through 2020. 

The Headlee amendment, 
a state mandate that 
requires millages to be 
reduced to account for 
inflation, has reduced the 
amount the millage generat- 
ed over the years. 

In 2010, the Lovells 
Township Board reduced 
the transfer station to one- 
half a mill because auditors 


_ said the township had too 


much money in the fund, 

Currently, the transfer 
station fund had a balance 
of $348,000. The average 
cost to run the transfer sta- 
lions, located on Old 
County Road 612° and 
McMaster’s Bridge Road, 
was $94,850. 

Instead of allowing the 
fund to grow further, the 
board opted to give the 
township residents a tax 
break. 

For a homeowner with a 
house , worth $100,000, 
which has a state equalized 
value of $50,000, eliminat- 


ing the tax will mean resi- 
dents will not have to pay 
$62.50 for the transfer sta- 


‘tion on the 201] winter tax 


bills. 

“It was obvious that we 
couldn’t keep whittling 
away at the millage, so we 
had to take an aggressive 
look at it, and the aggres- 
sive look was do away with 
the millage,” said Lovells 
Township Supervisor Gary 
Neumann, who was 
appointed to the position in 
February. 

Neumann said the town- 
ship board would have liked 
to use funds raised by the 
millage to purchase a fire 
truck, but since tt was 
exclusively approved by 
voters for the transfer sta- 
tions, the money could not 
be moved to cover other 
budget expenditures. 

“We didn’t really have 
any other options but to 
reduce it,” Neumann said. 

Township Attorney 
Bryan Graham said the 
board could place the mill- 
age back on the tax rolls 
since it was authorized 
through 2020. 

“All these township board 
decisions can be made 
without further action by 
voters since the voters have 
previously authorized the

Cannon said the military 
faced a backlog of paper- 
work after 16 million men 
and women ended fighting 
after World War II and 
went on help rebuild 
America and start families. 

“At the end of World War 
i, when the war effort was 
over and the ships came 
home, they said go on 
home,” Cannon said. 

Alexander also received 
the Philippines Liberation 
Medal, World War II 
Victory Medal, Pacific 
Campaign Medal and 
Philippines Republic 
Presidential Unit Citation 
Badge 

“It was a privilege and 
honor for me to be able to 
present those awards,” 
Cannon said. “The untime- 
ly presentation of the 
awards does not diminish 
the significance of those 
awards and his contribu- 
lions. This guy is a hero, 
but like most World War 
guys, they’re pretty humble 
and they’re not going to 
talk about what they did. It 
was a big Army and a big 
effort across the world. We 
have trouble keeping up 
with the awards we give out 
today with all the technolo- 
gy that we have.” 

Cannon, the former 
Kalkaska County Sheriff, 
was ip a Marine Corps boot 


camp two weeks after grad- 
uating from high school 
and serving in Vietnam five 
months later. He said he 
looked up to the World 
War Il veterans as a young 
man and Marine. 

“The World War II guys 
were leaders,” said 
Cannon, who has also 
served two tours of duty in 
Iraq. “They were the lead- 
ers in our military and lead- 
ers in our communities.” 

Alexander grew up on a 
family farm in Fowlerville. 
He didn’t care for farming, 
so he opted to join the U.S. 
Army before World War II 
started in the South Pacific 
in 1940, 

“fT really didn’t like farm- 
ing so that’s when I decid- 
ed to join the service 
because there was really no 
work available at that 
time,” Alexander said 
about the Great Depression 
era. “I?m glad [ joined. 1 
had good times and bad 
times, just like everybody 
else.” 

Alexander, who served 
as a medic, was in and out 
of danger, providing aid to 
infantry troops who were 
being bombed. He first 
served with military troops 
from Australia, then spent 
the rest of the war fighting 
hand-in-hand with his 
American comrades. 

“We fought with whoev- 


er needed us,” Alexander 
said. 

Alexander was wounded 
when Japanese pilots were 
dropping anti-personnel 
bombs on Allied troops and 
strafing bullets with their 
machine guns. He was hit 


with a fragment in the right . 


shoulder. 

“I was not life threaten- 
ing or anything so I kept 
right on fighting and doing 
my duty,” Alexander said. 

During the war, 
Alexander said he was hon- 
ored to meet Winston 
Churchill, the prime min- 
ster of Great Britain, and 
other world leaders and top 
generals for the Allied 
forces. 

“T thought that was pretty 
important and nice because 
I was pretty much just a 
snot-nosed brat back in 
those days,” he said. 

After the war was over, 
Alexander did not come 
back with the rest of his 
unit because he was. sta- 
tioned on a medical ship, 
providing care to wounded 
soldiers. 

But like Cannon said, 
once Alexander arrived 
home, he moved on with 
his life. 

“The whistle blew and | 
walked out the gate,” 
Alexander recalled. 

Alexander got a job 
working for the State of 


Michigan. He served as a 
building and grounds keep- 
er, firefighter, transporta- 
tion and safety employee. 
Alexander worked his way 
up the ladder to where he 
was a plant superintendent 
in Plymouth before he 
retired and moved north. 
Alexander and his wife 
have five children, 11 
grandchildren five great 
grandchildren. He was 
pleased to receive the 
recognition for his military 
efforts among family over 
the Labor Day weekend. 
At first it didn’t mean 
much for me, but my 
grandchildren wanted this 
to happen, and I can see 
why they did, so it’s been a 
great honor and privilege to 
receive these awards,” he 
said, “It’s something that 
you don’t expect.” 
MacNamara said he was 
simply asked to coordinate 
with the awards presenta- 
tion on behalf of Herblet, 
who is a friend of Kemp’s. 
“It was an honor to be 
here,’ MacNamara said 
who served a tour of duty 
in Afghanistan. “Cpl. 
Alexander is a hero to our 
country and for the efforts 
from him, the other sol- 
diers, seamen and Marines 
that fought, maybe the 
country and world would 
be a much different place.”
